March 17, 1916— A copy of the 
third biennial report, covering the 
years ending September 30, 1914, 
and 1915, of ihe Virginia Stmt* 
School for Colored Deaf and Blind 
Children has been received by us, 
ami in its makeup in one of the 
handsomest we have seen for a long 
time. 

The achool is still iu its infancy, 
being now in its seventh year, yei 
a campus view of the grounds 
shows tine large buildings, a hos 
pit-al, teachers' home, industrial and 
1 wo large ones for girls and hoys. 
Two others are not seen, there heiuu 
seven in all. Iutetest attaches lo 
the School, beeuise. it is presided 
over by deal people, Mr. and Mrs. 
William C. Hitler, aa supeiiuieii- 
dent and matron. It was lb rough 
Mr. Hitter's eneigie work, assisted 
by Hon. Ii R Houston, a member 
of ihe Legislature, that the school 
was established. 

The repot t is embellished 
thiouirhout with views of buihlitms, 
shop work, booths at fair, pupils at 
work, rooms, home-going scene, ami 
a row of eleven boys each holding 
a big turkey, raised on the farm. 
The picture is entitled "The l>»\ 
Before Christ mas." 

The report gives the attendance 
one hundred and forty-one pupils 
for the two yrars, of whom ninety 
three were deaf and tortv eight 
blind. 

Mr. Kilter has ascertained that 
there are over one hundred deaf 
and hliud childteu in the State, ami 
to get them into the school urges 
upon the Legislaiuie th*> pa^ai 
a compulsory school law. To meet 
increased attendance and provide 
for additional teachers he nsks for 
increased appropriations, also funds 
for a healing plant and for Ihe en 
I irgemeut of the teacher*' building. 
report contains numerous tes- 
timonials from parents appreciating 
the work done by Mr. and Mr*. 
Hitter for their children.

James Bowra Story 
Tim rati ay morning last, Feb- 
ruary 17ih, 1916, occurred the 
death of James Edwin Story, an 
old and respected citizen of Cher- 
ry Valley. Mr. Story was born in 
this village, April 5, 1837, and but 
lived beie uearly at) hie life. H* was 
a lineal descendant of Win. 8*ory, 
one of the early settlers in Maible- 
head, Mass., and of Deacon Tlioa. 
Jedd f who came from England in 
1633 and settled in Cambridge, 
Mass. Mr. Story whs IkiHi deaf 
and dumb, having lost bin hearing 
in infancy from an attack of scar- 
let fever. In 1850, when about 
thirteen years of age, ha entered 
the New Yoik Inatitution for the 
deaf, enjoying there ihe tuition of 
Dr. I>wis Peet for five year*. He 
wh9 gratluattd from that Institu- 
tion in 1864, and entered the Na- 
tional Academy of Design. In Feb- 
ruary, 1880, he waa appointed 
teacher iu Central New Yotfe In- 
stitution at Rune, N Y., as head 
of the Departtneht f Drawing and 
Wood E ignving. He held this 
position for 23 years, 

Mr. Story was twice married, hia 
first wife being Mary German, of 
J .ihnstown, N. Y., by whom he bad 
son, Oliver, ef Chicago, III., 
who survives. After tba death of 
his first wife, he married Isadora 
Short, of Cooperstown, N Y., who 
with one daughter, Mrs Arthur M. 
Paddou, of Syracuse, N. Y , survive 
bin. Mr. Story was an honorable, 
upright man, the sort who ia a 
etedtt to tho coftiiyiuuitj in which 
he teahies, and shared the res|H*ct 
atid good-will of all who knew him. 
He will be greatly missed by his 
many friends, and the sympathy of 
the entire community in extended 
the bereaved latnily.

Why Forests Prevent floods 

It has l»een shown that foresfa 
prevent the rapid melting of ice and 
•*uow, and thus avert or modify 
floods in the spring. Mountains 
also play an important part with 
regard to floods By intercepting 
drifting currents of moisture- ladeu 
air mountains are active agents in 
precipitating taiufall; and, unless 
they are protected by forests, the 
waters pour «»own into the valleys 
iu destructive torrents. 

The evergreen trees, particularly 
Ike spruces, ar#> especially u-eful 
Iu conttolliiig these torrents. Un- 
der all spruce there is a large 
deposit of what wot stamen call 
'Mult." This is composed of \ 
it 1 1 "y decayed trees, batk, uevdies, 
cones and mo^es. 

This «luff varies from one to six 
fed iti thickness, and h*s the |iowt»r 
of absorbing, and holding water 
like a sp »nge During the heavy 
spring r une thoroughly 

saturated water, which gra- 

dually oot'a down the mountain 
sides into the streams in summer. 
The trees also ptotect the snow I all 
from ihe rapid action of the Son in 
sining, thus restraining floods from 
that source also. 

The protection of the foreate 
thcrefote is the surest and safest 
way, in which to prevent deal rue* 
Inundations. They ate really 
natural storage reservoirs, not hold- 
ing back great masses of water In 
bulk, which may be released by the 
breaking of some dam, and carry 
terrible destruction before them, 
but storing it in the capillaries of 
the spongy soil, and yielding it 
gently and continuously during tbe 
season, when most ueeded.

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The great war which is convulsing 
and decimating Europe, and is tax- 
ing the strength and fortitude and 
resources of several nations, has 
developed many surprises and taught 
many lessons to mankind. The 
tranquility of nations not involved 
has been rudely disturbed, and the 
chief concern of our own country is 
not whether we shall enter into war- 
fare, but whether we shall succeed 
in keeping out of it. Therefore the 
warning to us seems to be that 
continuous or long-maintained 
periods of peace are very uncer- 
tain. The mere possibility of being 
drawn into war, makes it imperative 
that conditions feudal, social, 
educational, and economic, be so 
arranged and systematized that tbe 
nation will not be imperiled. 

The deaf are supposed to be ex- 
empt from military service — that is, 
from being combatants. 

But the ramifications of the pre- 
«~nt mux in Europe has brought out 
the fact that all can and should serve 
and that none should be exempt. 
All of war is not waged on the field 
of battle, and every man, and 
woman too, can serve in some ca- 
pacity that shall aid the efficiency of 
the soldiers oi. the firing line. 

It is very much to their credit and 

honor that the deaf of the countries 

which are now at war are earnestly 

endeavoring to shoulder their share 

of the work and the burden involved, 

' Recently the deaf hi Italy have 

protested strenuously against their 

exemption, which has been proclaim - 

ed in an imperial edict. 

The deaf of Germany have done 
valiant work in the red arena of the 
battlefield, as well as in tbe digging 
of trenches and others forms of 
public service. 

The French deaf are serving the 
war department in different capa- 
cities, and quite recently, while on 
military duty ss a look-out, a French 
deaf-mute was instantly killed by a 
German sharpshooter. 

The adult deaf of London, on the 
initiative of Mr. Barnes, headmaster 
of a school at Homerton, have begun 
drilling to qualify for assisting in tbe 
war. A meeting at St. Saviour's 
Church for the deaf, on Regent 
Street, London, brought forth one 
hundred deaf volunteers. And it is 
said that if two hundred should 
qualify, they would be linked with 
the Hackney Battalion of Volunteers. 
The deaf of Edinburgh, Glasgow, 
and Aberdeen, Scotland, are clamor- 
ing for the privilege of military ser- 
vice. They claim that they could 
be lead by teachers or their gym- 
nastic instructors, who know their 
silent language. They also protest 
that if the authorities consider them 
unfit as combatants, they could as- 
sist with the killed, the wounded, 
the food, or the ammunition. 

Aa a small factor in our own na- 
tion's "preparedness," where can 
be found a battalion as prompt, per- 
fect, and highly tra 
Fan wood Cadets? Not those at 
school alone, but the large number 



school system has imparted during 
the past quarter of a century. 

With the spirit of patriotism en- 
gendered and inspired by daily 
homage to the American flag, which 
a picked guard raises to the tall flag- 
staff at the entrance gate each 
morning and lowers at the close of 
the school day ; with a complete 
knowledge of the requirements of 
the soldier ; with the habit of in- 
stant obedience inculcated, with 
their mental alertness and quick, 
snappy unison of movement in drill 
and evolutions, the Fanwood Cadets 
would form a weapon of defense, or 
offense, not to be sneered at. 

Of course it is not suggested that 
the deaf graduates of Fanwood are 
ever likely to go to war, but only to 
emphasize the fact that they are 
better prepared by special training 
than the normal youth, who has not 
ha'd the benefit of their extra- 
ordinary advantages. Their educa- 
tion has been more in the line of 
constructiveness than destructive- 
ness. Most of them have skilled 
hands, and it is safe to say more 
than mediocre intelligence. They 
could serve as cooks, as workers in 
munition factories, at trench con- 
struction, and any number of 
occupations requiring sound physi- 
cal frames and eager willingness in 
the performance of duty. 

Finally, in a pinch, it is more 
than probable that a " silent" regi- 
ment would prove as brave and cour- 
ageous and effective as the average 
military unit composed of those who 
are able to hear.

Editor Journal :— About thirty- 
five years ago, amid the silent and 
sightless children at the South Caro- 
lina School was a bright little, round- 
faced hearing boy, cutting wood — at 
that time steam heating was un- 
known, and it was one duty assigned 
to him by his father, the superinten- 
dent, to supply the officers* rooms 
with fuel. The same little bright 
boy is to day our Albert H, Walker, 
whose forty- fourth birthday falls on 
the twenty-seveuth of March, and 
calls forth loving greetings and best 
wishes for many more happy years 
from the whole school. 

Throughout this period he has 
been the same Albert H, Walker, 
always " one of the deaf,' 1 or M one 
of the blind.*' His love for the 
deaf and the blind was, as you all 
know, a heritage from his father 
and grandfather. He could have 
chosen a vocation that would bring 
him wealth, fame, and other things 
that our American youth is seeking, 
but he felt, by law of heredity, that 
he was inseparable from the deaf or 
the blind. No sooner than he had 
secured his sheepskin from the his- 
toric University of South Carolina, he 
went to the Texas School to mingle 
with the crowd of silent children 
once more. No wonder he was lov- 
ed by every one there. He played 
and talked with them all, bright or 
dull. The same was he at the 
Tennessee School, where he was 
head teacher for two years, and left 
only to be replaced by his older 
brother. It seemed as though Provi- 
dence led him down to the Florida 
School, then almost unknown in the 
profession, and miserably housed in 
old, fire trap, wooden buildings. If 
he were any other man, with better 
offers from elsewhere on hand, and 
a fonduess for comfortable surround- 
ings, we believe he would have re- 
turned North on the next train. 
But, thanks to God, he felt himself 
needed in Florida, so he stayed and 
rendered the services you all may 
have heard of. 

Not long ago a friend wrote us : 
"The Florida School is beginning 
to be in the limelight of the deaf I 
world, and with such an able man 
as Albert Walker at its head, I 
not see why the Florida School will 
soon be among the leading schools."

We love our Albert H. Walk- 
er and we would not exchange him 
for any other man.
